ANNUAL TOWN MEETING - RESULTS 
March 8, 1988 


The Annual Sugar Hill Town Meeting was called to order at 7:30 PM by Moderator Robert 
Whitney, Jr. Mr. Whitney said it was the 27th Annual Town Meeting for the newest and 
best Town in New Hampshire. 


A quote from Thomas Jefferson was read by Moderator Whitney. Speaking of Town Meetings. 
“They are the wisest invention ever devised by the wit of man, a perfect exercise of self 
government and for its preservation.” Moderator Whitney hopes at the end of this meeting 
his ghost will agree we have fulfilled this. 


The following announcements were made by Moderator Whitney: No smoking in the hall. 
When anyone wishes to speak they are to raise their hand, be recognized, and one of the 
runners will bring them a microphone. We have several items to be voted on by ballot and 
Moderator Whitney requests that they move as rapidly as they can and that the ballot clerks 
can handle them. Take time only when marking your ballot. There will be some changes 
in the order of the articles, and a couple of changes in the articles themselves. Article 24 
will be first article of business. The reason for this is because how you vote on this article 
will impact Article 1. 


ARTICLE 24. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
approximately two thousand two hundred dollars ($2,200.00) for the employment of a certified 
public accountant to audit the town accounts, and this vote to remain in effect until rescinded 
by similar Town Meeting action. 


Moved by John Tilton seconded by Bertram Dube’. 
Discussion followed. 
Explanation by Selectman David Southworth. 


Last year we voted to raise money for an outside auditor and we elected Donald Straw as 
Town Auditor. Don thought he could do some of the audit with the help of an outside auditor. 
He found out this was not allowed. You can have a Town Auditor or an outside auditor 
but not both. This is why we have this article to have an outside auditor and not elect a 
Town Auditor. All in favor were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” 
have it. 


ARTICLE 1. The chair awaits nominations for Town Clerk. 
Moved by Philip Robertson, Edith Aldrich for Town Clerk, seconded by Edna Glaessel. 


There being no further nominations the move to close nominations was made by Mitchell 
Vincent seconded by Bruce Perlo. 


All in favor were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” have it. 


Moved by Bruce Perlo seconded by Stanley Rowins for the Moderator to cast one ballot 
for Edith Aldrich for Town Clerk. 


All in favor were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” have it. 


Moderator Robert Whitney, Jr. declared Edith Aldrich Town Clerk. Oath of Office. 
The chair awaits nominations for Moderator. 
Robert Whitney, Jr., moved by Bruce Perlo seconded by Stanley Rowins. 


There being no further nominations the move to close nominations was made by Aubrey 
Reid seconded by Mitchell Vincent.

Necessary for election one ballot Edith Aldrich was declared Tax Collector by Moderator 
Whitney. 


The chair awaits nominations for Overseer of Public Welfare. 
Marion Sullivan nominated Lissa Boissonneault seconded by Tristram Coffin. 


There being no further nominations the move to close nominations was made by Marion 
Sullivan seconded by Stanley Rowins. 


All in favor were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” have it. 


Moved by Bruce Perlo seconded by William Pinney for the Town Clerk to cast one ballot 
for Lissa Boissonneault as Overseer of Public Welfare. 


All in favor were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” have it. 


Necessary for election one ballot Lissa Boissonneault was declared Overseer of Public Welfare 
by Moderator Robert Whitney, Jr. 


The chair awaits nominations for a Library Trustee for a term of three years. 
Marion Hepburn nominated Sandra Coffin White seconded by Edna Glaessel. 
The move to close nominations was made by Aubrey Reid seconded by Jane Vincent. 
All in favor were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” have it. 


Moved by Tristram Coffin seconded by Aubrey Reid for the Town Clerk to cast one ballot 
for Sandra Coffin White as a Library Trustee for a term of three years. 


All in favor were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” have it. 


Necessary for election one ballot Sandra Coffin White was declared a Library Trustee for 
a term of three years by Moderator Robert Whitney, Jr.

Selectperson Katherine Cote’ said she would like to clarify on page 3 of the Town Report 
the following terms: They should read Marjorie Tilton 1992, Priscilla Dube’ 1988 and James 
Walker 1990. 


Moderator Whitney said Kathy was speaking of the Supervisors of the Checklist. 
The chair awaits nominations for Supervisors of the Checklist. 


Marion Hepburn nominated James Walker 1990, Marjorie Tilton 1992 and Priscilla Dube’ 
1994 seconded by Maxine Aldrich. 


Move to close nominations was made by Bruce Perlo seconded by Mitchell Vincent. 


Moved by Philip Robertson seconded by Bruce Perlo for the Town Clerk to cast one ballot 
for the three nominees and their term of office as Supervisors of the Checklist. One ballot 
necessary Moderator Whitney declared James Walker 1990, Marjorie Tilton 1992, and Priscilla 
Dube’ 1994 Supervisors of the Checklist. 


ARTICLE 2. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the amendments of the Zoning 
Ordinance as proposed by the Planning Board. (By Ballot) 


Proposed Amendments To: 
Zoning Ordinance Town of Sugar Hill, N.H. 


(1) Section 1705 Board of Adjustment. 
Delete the first paragraph of this section in its entirety. Replace with: 
“There shall be a Board of Adjustment and its members shall be appointed by the Selectmen 
and the Moderator, acting as a body, for terms as provided by law.”’ 


(2) Section 1101 Purpose. 
Delete this paragraph and replace with: 
“A light commercial use may be allowed by the Board of Adjustment as a special exception 
ONLY on a residential lot on which there is an occupied dwelling. The purpose of 
this use is to provide for services and employment opportunities for Town residents. 


At the same time, the Ordinance intends to insure that the quiet, uncrowded, and scenic 
features of the Town are preserved, that neighborhood character is maintained, and that 
any nuisance to neighborhood residents is minimized.”’ 


Article 10 Home Occupations. 

Add the following: 

Section 1003 Change of Use from one type of home occupation to another. 

“If a permit is approved by the Zoning Board of Adjustment for a particular Home 
Occupation and subsequently another or additional home occupation is desired, there 
must be an application to the Zoning Board of Adjustment to amend the original special 
exception permit. All standards listed above shall apply to the new use. In the case 
where more than one Home Occupation is requested on the same lot, the sum of the 
existing and proposed Home Occupation use shall not exceed the limits contained in 
this Article. 


No change of use shall commence until such amendment has been approved by the 
Zoning Board of Adjustment as to employees, floor space and signage.” 


Article 1] Light Commercial Uses. 

Add the following: 

Section 1103 

“If a permit is approved by the Zoning Board of Adjustment for a particular Light 
Commercial Use and subsequently another additional Light Commercial Use that is 
substantially different is desired, there must be an application to the Zoning Board of 
Adjustment to amend the original special exception permit. All standards listed above 
shall apply to the new use. In the case where more than one Light Commercial Use 
is requested on the same lot, the sum of the existing and proposed Light Commercial 
Use shall not exceed the limits in Article 11. No change of use shall commence until 
such amendment has been approved by the Zoning Board of Adjustment as to employees, 
floor space and signage.” 


Arucle 16 Definitions. Section 1602 Terms and Definitions. 

Delete the text after the word “‘Agriculture:” in its entirety and insert ‘“‘See Farm.”’ 

Insert the following in its proper alphabetical place: 

“Farm, Agriculture, Farming. (RSA 21:34-a) The word “‘farm’’ shall mean any land or 
buildings or structures on or in which agriculture and farming operations are carried 
on and shall include the residence or residences of owners, occupants, or employees 
located on such land. The words “‘agriculture” and “farming”’ shall mean all operations 
of a farm such as the cultivation, conserving, and tillage of the soil, dairying, greenhouse 
operations, the production, cultivation, growing and harvesting of any agricultural, 
floricultural, sod or horticultural commodities, the raising of livestock, bees, fur-bearing 
animals, fresh water fish or poultry, or any practices on the farm as an incident to 
or in conjunction with such farming operations including, but not necessarily restricted 
to, the following: preparation for market, delivery to storage or to market, or to carriers 
for transportation to market, of any products or materials from the farm; the transportation 
to the farm of supplies and materials; the transportation of farm workers; forestry or 
lumbering operations; the marketing or selling at wholesale or retail or in any other 
manner any products from the farm and of other supplies that do not exceed in average 
yearly dollar volume the value of products from such farm.” 

‘Allowed in Rural Residential 1 and Rural Residential 2 Districts and by Special Exception 


in the General Residential District. Garden plots of one-half acre or less, allowed in 
all districts.” (““For Riding Academies, Indoor Riding Arenas, the hiring of saddle horses 
and livery stables, see ‘‘Stables’’.)” 


(6) Article 16 Definitions. 
Section 1602 Terms and Use Definitions. 
Delete the paragraph headed “Stable” and replace with the following: 
“Stable: A use of land which includes a riding academy, an indoor riding arena, the 
hiring of saddle horses, the breeding and/or raising of horses, or a livery stable. A stable 
use may be allowed by special exception as a home occupation in all districts or as 
a light commercial use in General Residential or Rural | Districts.” 


(7): Article 3 DISTRICTS AND DISTRICT REGULATIONS Section 304.1 
Delete “Agriculture” from ‘“‘Permitted Uses’. 
Add “Agriculture” to ‘Allowed by Special Exception”. 


Article 2 was voted on by printed paper ballot. Moderator Whitney said the counting of 
this ballot would take place later in the meeting. 


Moderator Whitney asked how many were not legal votors of Sugar Hill. There were three. 
These people were asked by the Moderator to go to the rear of the room and to refrain 
from voting. Ballots printed Yes or No were passed out. You separate them and pass the 
vote you wish to cast to the Moderator to put in the box. 


ARTICLE 3. The following question shall be voted on by ballot in accordance with RSA 
669:13. “Shall the non-partisan ballot system which provides for the election of town officers 
by secret ballot be adopted by this town? YES or NO”. 


Moved by Edna Glaessel seconded by Stanley Rowins. 
Discussion followed. 


While the results of Article 3 were being counted Moderator Whitney said we would move 
to Article 5 as Article 4 is also a ballot Article. 


ARTICLE 5. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray Town charges 
and make appropriations of the same as set forth in the following budget:

Moved by David McPhaul to amend Article 5 to reduce the amount of $299,463.50 by $20,460.00 
seconded by William Norton. Mr. McPhaul wanted this reduction to apply to the Police 
appropriation. 


Roger Aldrich said the amount has to come off the bottom line. 
Discussion followed. 


All in favor of the amendment to Article 5 to reduce the total appropriation figure of 
$299,463.50 by $20,460.00 for a total of $279,003.50 were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, 
opposed “No”. The “Ayes” have it. 


All in favor of Article 5 as amended were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. 
The “Ayes” have it. 


RESULTS OF ARTICLE 3 
Results of Article 3 were announced by Moderator Robert Whitney, Jr. 
133 votes cast, 115 Yes, 18 No. Article 3 passed. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to enter into a 
contract with Cartographic Associates Inc. for the sum of eighteen thousand, four hundred, 
and forty two dollars ($18,442.00). For the purpose of upgrading and refining the Sugar 
Hill property maps and to further raise and appropriate the sum of nine thousand, five 
hundred dollars ($9,500.00) to be paid to Cartographics in 1988, with the balance due 
Cartographics to be raised in 1989 budget year. 


Moved by Lauren Howard seconded by David McPhaul. 


Michael Shores of Cartographics Associates Inc. was asked to explain what they would be 
doing. 


Mr. Shores said as a result of Sugar Hills revaluation, several property owners were in 
to complain about their assessments. An inadequate tax map being part of the problem. 
The basic problem is a lack of overall horizontal control, which means there is extorsion 
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in the map. What the company proposes to do is to put the whole town on a system that 
locks the map in to the face of the earth. The people at Cartographics will review every 
deed in town, all surveys from the office of Register of Deeds and the Selectmens’ office. 
They will prepare a new base map tied into the quadrant system. This will be redrafted. 
The seale will be changed. A computerized print out system will cross reference everything 
alphabetically by owners’ name as well as numerically by lot number. Jeanne Ring asked 
for legal purposes do we use the tax map or our deeds? 

Mr. Shores said the tax map is legal for assessing purposes but not for conveying property. 


Discussion followed. 


All in favor of Article 6 were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” 
have it. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of three 
thousand, eight hundred and ninety-four dollars ($3,894.00) for the purpose of having a Tri- 
town base and dispatch map along with street numbering and computer index projects done 
in conjunction with the towns of Franconia and Easton. 


Moved by Stanley Rowins seconded by Dennis Cote’. 
An explanation was given by Selectman David Southworth. 


The Franconia, Easton, Sugar Hill Chamber of Commerce asked the towns to do this Tri- 
town mapping. This is something we do not have to do jointly but by doing so we save money 
rather than doing it on our own. This would be a map of the three towns that would locate 
every building at a specific point on a specific road. Any future growth can be added. 


Michael Shores of Cartographics Associates Inc. said they would assign a street number 
based on a lineal increment down each street from the origin of each street. This will make 
it easier for emergency vehicles to find the right building. They will know what side of 
the road it is on and how far on any one street they need to travel. 


All three towns will have to vote in favor. 


All in favor were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The chair was in doubt 
and called for a show of hands. Yes 79, No 382. 


Article 7 was declared passed by Moderator Robert Whitney, Jr. 


ARTICLE 4. “Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 80:58-86 for a real estate tax lien 
procedure? These statutes provide that tax sales to private individuals for nonpayment of 
property taxes on real estate are replaced with a real estate tax lien procedure under which 
only a municipality or county where the property is located or the state may acquire a tax 
lien against land and buildings for unpaid taxes.” (By ballot, YES or NO) 


Moved by Stanley Rowins seconded by Bertram Dube’. 


Tax Collector Edith Aldrich was asked by Moderator Robert Whitney, Jr. to explain the 
article. 


Edith said a tax sale is exactly what it says, a sale of unpaid taxes, not property. At the 
present time anyone can come in and buy these taxes at a tax sale. From the day of the 
sale you pay 18% interest plus costs to redeem your taxes. You have two years and one day. 
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There are companies set up now that make this their business. They go around to the city 
and towns and buy up these unpaid taxes. Then they ask when the next bill is going out. 
You might be in the process of preparing them for mailing. They ask what the amount 
is on the property they have just paid the previous unpaid tax on. You tell them and they 
pay it. As the property owner you now owe 18% interest on the unpaid plus the current 
tax bill. The tax collectors do not have to notify you that this current bill has been paid. 
As arule you have thirty days from the mailing of the tax bill if it is late before 12% interest 
is due. The fact that an outside buyer has purchased your unpaid tax gives him the right 
to pay the subsequent tax. This can be a rude awakening when you discover what has taken 
place. The tax lien process eliminates the outside buyer leaving only the Town, State and 
County in the position of being able to secure a tax lien on the property for unpaid taxes. 
We are lucky in Sugar Hill as most all of the unpaid taxes have been bought by the Town. 
Most of the Cities and a number of Towns have already gone to the Tax Lien Process. At 
this time a number of requests from outside buyers asking when Sugar Hill will be holding 
a Tax Sale and how many parcels on the list are in the hands of the Tax Collector. 


Discussion followed. A paper ballot vote. 


Moderator Robert Whitney, Jr. said we would continue with Article 8 while the results of 
Article 4 were being counted. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of two thousand 
seven hundred and forty dollars ($2,740.00) for the purpose of having the Lucy Hannah 
Cemetery surveyed. 


Moved by Bertram Dube’ seconded by Bruce Perlo. 


Katherine Cote’, Selectperson gave a brief explanation. A few years ago the Hannah family 
donated a piece of property adjacent to the Streeter Pond Cemetery. We have a plan already 
laid out that shows the outside perimeter, but we do not have any markers or pins for the 
inside. Therefore it makes it impossible for the Selectmen to sell any lots. Until this is surveyed 
and pinned we cannot sell any lots. 


Discussion followed. 


All those in favor of Article 8 were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The 
“Ayes” have it. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of two thousand 
dollars ($2,000.00) to be placed in the Welfare Assistance Fund. 


Moved by Stanley Rowins seconded by Mitchell Vincent. 
All in favor were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” have it. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to receive and 
spend monies which may be received from the Town of Easton for fire protection toward 
the purchase of monitor pagers for the Sugar Hill Fire Department. 


Moved by Albert Aldrich seconded by Stanley Rowins. 
Discussion followed. 


All in favor of Article 10 were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” 
have it. 
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ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one 
thousand dollars ($1,000.00) to be placed in the Town Plan expendable trust. 


Moved by Bruce Perlo seconded by Stanley Rowins. 


Philip Robertson, Planning Board Chairman said it was to be used for the work of the Planning 
Board. Mapping, various reports they have to get out,ete. 


All in favor were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, Opposed “No”. The “Ayes” have it. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of seventeen 
thousand and thirty dollars ($17,030.00) for the purchase of a new four wheel drive police 
cruiser and to authorize the Selectmen; to raise four thousand seven hundred dollars ($4,700.00) 
by current taxation, to borrow on the credit of the Town the sum of ten thousand dollars 
($10,000.00) so raised and appropriated for this purpose, and to authorize the issue of serial

As is the practice with many New Hampshire municipalities, the Town of Sugar Hill 
has not maintained a record of its general fixed assets and, accordingly, a statement of general 
fixed assets, required by. generally accepted accounting principles, is not included in the 
financial report. 


In our opinion, except for the omission of a statement of general fixed assets, these financial 
statements present fairly the financial position of the Town of Sugar Hill at December 31, 
1987, and the results of its operations and changes in financial position for the year then 
ended, in accordance with generally accepted accounting principles applied on a consistent 
basis. 


The accompanying financial information listed as supplemental schedules in the table of 
contents is presented for purposes of additional analysis and is not a required part of the 
financial statements of the Town of Sugar Hill. The information has been subjected to the 
auditing procedures applied in the examination of the financial statements mentioned above 
and, in our opinion, is fairly stated in all material respects in relation to the financial statements 
taken as a whole.

In ten years the Trust will terminate its present mandate when the funds will become 
available for the benefit of the Community of Sugar Hill. The Trustees are establishing 
a long range study committee to assist them in formulating projections for use of the Crapo 
Funds.

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THE WILLING WORKERS SOCIETY 


The Willing Workers Society of Sugar Hill is a non-sectarian, charitable organization whose 
main purpose is to serve the community. In furthering this goal, donations were made to 
the following in 1988: Memorials to the Franconia Ski Club, Sugar Hill Clock Repair Fund, 
Scholarship Fund, Carrie Hazard Fund, North Country Home Health Agency, Bancroft House, 
Burch House, Upper Valley Hostel and the Sugar Hill Childrens’ Christmas Party. 


Sunshine and Christmas baskets were given to shut-ins and flowers or fruit baskets given 
to those who were ill or in the hospital. Individuals have been helped in time of need. Total 
donations were $3,760.27 in 1988. The Society also pays for the fuel for the Community 
Church. 


The Willing Workers also spent $947.10 on kitchen supplies and repairs for the kitchen 
at the Meeting House which included a new refrigerator, cupboards, coffee pots and a step- 
stool. 


A Scholarship Fund of one thousand dollars has been established by the Willing Workers 
to be awarded to a Profile High School senior who is a resident of Sugar Hill and who 
plans to continue his or her education beyond secondary school. Applications may be obtained 
from Mr. Holly, the Guidance Director at the high school. This Award is given during the 
Sophomore year. 


We now have fifty-four members from Sugar Hill, Franconia, Easton, Bethlehem and 
Littleton. Two meetings are held monthly; the first is a luncheon and business meeting, 
the second, a work meeting under the direction of Jeanne Ring, coordinator. New members 
are always welcomed. 


The Willing Workers Society raises money for its educational and charitable endeavors 
through public luncheons and food sales. In 1989, these will be as follows: Public luncheon 
and silent auction on Saturday, May 20 at noon.

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FROM THE SELECTMEN’S POINT OF VIEW 


Another busy year has passed for the Selectmen’s office. Starting right off with the budget, 
after last year’s town meeting it was brought to our attention that some of the department’s 
figures were misleading in that they did not include insurance, retirement, and other items 
that appeared elsewhere in the budget. In order to make each department show their full 
true expenses we have now included health, liability, property, workmen’s compensation 
insurance, along with FICA, retirement, and dispatching fees into each respective budget 
request. You will notice that Town officers expenses, Police, Highway and Fire department 
budgets reflect this in the higher budget request. Therefore, insurance, FICA, and 8123 
dispatching will no longer appear as separate line items and have been deleted from this 
years budget. Speaking of insurance our health insurance took a drastic jump at the beginning 
of 1989. At this time we are looking into other alternatives. 


Once we had all of the requests in we realized that the bottom number that needed to 
be raised in taxes was just too high. We took out our red pencils, called in the individual 
department heads and started to cut. We reduced some budgets and delayed others that 
we felt could wait till another year. Several increase requests were either held at last years 
level or cut to a smaller increase. The budget that we are presenting to you has been cut 
down as low as we can without drastically affecting the town services. 


After last year’s town meeting the Board of Selectmen met with Franconia’s Board of 
Selectmen and discussed a joint police department. The residents of Franconia showed through 
a second Town meeting vote that their town should try to join forces with Sugar Hill. The 
Franconia Board of Selectmen appointed members to a committee to study all of the 
alternatives and report back to the Board. Sugar Hill took the same steps and appointed 
members that joined with the Franconia committee. The committee’s report can be found 
elsewhere in this Town report. The committee did an excellent job and we would like to 
thank the members for their time and effort. We encourage you to take the time to read 
their report. At this year’s town meeting there will be an article on the warrant concerning 
the committee’s recommendation. 


It was a tight year for the Police Department. The Selectmen wanted to insure that the 
town had adequate coverage, so we did not cut back to the extent that the voters indicated 
at last year’s town meeting. We cut the department back to the Chief and one part-time 
officer to cover Chief Donovan’s days off. A significant part of the department expenses 
went to repair for the two aging cruisers. The town desperately needs a new cruiser. The 
selectmen feel that it is futile to put any more money into the older cruiser. This year’s 
requested increase in the Police department budget is deceiving. If you add in the cost of 
insurance, retirement, FICA, and dispatching, we actually spent $60,000.00 last year. So 
the increase of $20,000.00 this year is directly attributed to the request for a second full- 
time officer, which the Selectmen feel is needed for more full-time protection. 


The new Town garage contract was awarded to Yankee Builders. Work was started this 
summer and except for a few minor details, it has been completed and within budget. We 
hope to have an open house in early summer. As a part of the negotiations with the Sugar 
Hill Improvement Association for the purchase of the land it was suggested that a trust 
fund be set up for the purpose of beautifying the town garage property. You will find an 
article in the warrant requesting this and an appropriation that will match the amount 
given by the SHIA. 
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Last spring the Town of Franconia was notified that their employee at the Transfer station 
was retiring. A replacement had to be found. After much discussion it was decided to contract 
out the operation of the Transfer station. The Boards of Selectmen from the three towns 
had already discussed setting up a fee schedule as a way to control skyrocketing tipping 
fees. It was felt that this “user fee” was more equitable than adding to the taxes. You will 
notice that the transfer station has not asked for an increase. You should also know that 
this request includes the cost to rebuild the wind damaged recycling shed. 


The Selectmen received a few assessment concerns, and in each case they were reviewed, 
and if necessary corrected. It was felt that many were fairly assessed. 


We also met with two cable television companies interested in a franchise with Sugar 
Hill. The Selectmen signed a non-exclusive contract in early February 1989 with Grassroots, 
Inc. The more “densely populated” areas of town may be benefiting from this service in 
about a year. 


The Selectmen’s office has seen another change in secretaries. Kathy Didier had done a 
wonderful job throughout the spring and summer, however she left for a job in her main 
field of interest last October. We thank her for all the organizing that she did! We would 
like to welcome Lana Superchi to the office. Lana is very experienced, having served as 
a town clerk and tax collector in the past. She has been a tremendous help during the budget 
preparation. She will be very glad to take your letters, messages and questions during her 
office hours and relay them to us. Also please feel free to come talk to us in person during 
our weekly meetings, Mondays 7 p.m. to 9 p.m. 


POST OFFICE COMMITTEE REPORT 


The selectmen sent out a questionnaire to all residents in Sugar Hill. We had a very good 
response. Thank you for answering. 


The majority wish to have a Post Office. They do not want the town to own the Post Office 
building. A number of people would be willing to help build and contribute to a new Post 
Office building. 


The plans for a new Post Office building are still being researched.

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SUGAR HILL FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Celebrating its fortieth year, the Sugar Hill Fire Department responded to 29 calls in 
1988. We asked for and received Mutual Aid three times during the year and gave help 
to our neighboring towns five times. Mutual Aid continues to be a valuable asset. 


Our calls by category were: 
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Fifteen new pagers were purchased with the monies brought in from the Town of Easton. 
These new units are lighter, louder, and more reliable than the ones they replaced, and 
are worn with appreciation by the members. 


The final hurdle in certification is testing by the State, which has been scheduled. The 
members of the department have spent many hours in training to achieve this goal. Members 
have also attended the Spring Fire School sponsored by the Twin State Fire Mutual Aid 
Association, and one member has joined and received more than 40 hours of training from 
the Twin State HazMat Team. Members receive additional training by using our video and 
print library on an individual basis. 


The Department has accepted the gracious offer of the Sugar Hill Historical Museum 
to store the old Ford in its new building. This will give the truck a safe haven and will 
allow the public to enjoy a piece of our history. 


Membership remained constant at 17 members, with the department replacing two members 
who moved away. Membership is open to anyone over the age of 18 who is able to meet 
the by-law requirements. Meetings are held the first and third Wednesdays at 7:00 PM at 
the fire station, and anyone interested is urged to attend. 


In closing, we would like to extend our deep appreciation to the people of Sugar Hill 
who have supported the department in the past year. We look forward to serving you in 
the year to come.

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GRAFTON COUNTY COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


Unlike town and school budgets which are passed by local voters each March, Grafton 
County budgets are passed by the 28-member Legislative Delegation in late June. The State 
Dept. of Revenue Administration determines each town’s share of county taxes based on 
the town’s proportion of total assessed valuation in the county. Each town’s property tax 
rate reflects its share of county tax as well as town and school taxes. 


In 1988, Grafton County’s budget increased from $8.9 million to $10.1 million. The amount 
of the county budget to be raised by property taxes increased by 12.85%, from $4.5 million 
to $5.0 million. (Just under half of the county budget is funded by property taxes. The rest 
is funded by a combination of state and federal monies and various user fees.) 


The 1988 county tax increase resulted from a number of factors. A 5% wage/salary raise 
for the county’s 250 employees increased the budget by $96,000. Operating expenses for a 
new 34-bed jail wing added $114,000; capital expenditures added another $223,000. The county 
share of court-ordered placement costs for juveniles increased $150,000, while the county 
share of nursing home payments for indigents in county and private homes was up $338,000. 
(These two programs, representing almost a quarter of the county budget, are determined 
by state and/or federal legislation, and are therefore beyond the county’s control.) Finally, 
the county lost $42,000 in revenue with the elimination of federal Revenue Sharing Funds. 


Since 1986, the county has been responsible for several programs formerly paid by the 
towns. These include paying 25% of court-ordered placement costs for juveniles and 50% 
of Old Age Assistance and Aid to the Permanently Disabled. 


Furthermore, during the state financial crisis of the early 1980’s, the state reduced its 
share of Medicaid for county nursing home patients from 50% to 38.5% of the non-federal 
contribution. Legislation to restore the state’s 50% share passed the New Hampshire House 
in 1986 and 1987 but was killed in the Senate. Until such legislation passes, counties are 
forced to make up the difference. 


Grafton County operates a 134-bed nursing home, primarily for individuals who are eligible 
for Medicaid. With the opening of a new wing (expected around April 1, 1989), the county’s 
correctional facility will expand from 64 to 98 beds, housing both men and women awaiting 
trial or sentenced to a year or less of incarceration. The county farm, which is one of three 
in the state and continues to be self-supporting, offers work programs for inmates. It also 
provides fresh meat and vegetables for the nursing home and cooperates with the Extension 
Service in experimental agricultural programs. 


The county also maintains the Grafton County Courthouse, renting courtrooms and offices 
to the state-run superior and probate courts, the state probation and parole agency and the 
state division of human services. The courthouse also houses an efficient Register of Deeds 
office, the Grafton County Sheriff's Department, the County Attorney’s office, Cooperative 
Extension Service, and the Commissioners’ Office, which serves as the business office for 
the entire complex. 
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The Grafton County Commissioners meet weekly on Wednesdays at the Grafton County 
Courthouse in North Haverhill. We encourage public attendance and welcome tours of our 
facilities. For further information, please call the Commissioners’ Office at 787-6941 or contact 
Commissioner Betty Jo Taffe (Rumney), Everett Grass (Sugar Hill), or Gerard Zeiller 
(Lebanon). 


PLANNING BOARD 


The past year has been an active one. The Sugar Hill Zoning Ordinance adopted in 1986, 
was revised and amended in March of 1988. Our Subdivision Regulations were updated 
and revised as of November 1988. The Site Plan Review Regulations have also been reviewed 
and updated. 


Court decisions and legislative changes make such changes necessary, especially if the 
town is to maintain its aims and goals as so well expressed in last years questionnaire. Proper 
regulations can help us guard our most valued resources and achieve balanced growth. 


Copies of the aforementioned regulations are available at the Selectmen’s Office. There 
is a charge. 


The Master Plan is progressing and will be ready this year. Meanwhile the Planning Board 
welcomes constructive ideas as to the goals for our town. Our hilly terrain, poor soil conditions, 
high land prices, little knowledge as to water acquifers effect the kinds of building, septic 
systems, and water sources that can be built. 


Such factors almost preclude affordable housing and young people coming to our town. 
This does not make for a viable mix in our citizenry. 


The Chairman wishes to thank all members, past and present, for their real concern and 
commitment. What we all do now can have a long and lasting effect in our town. Our entire 
north country is undergoing many changes,some being seriously questioned as to their merit. 
Those in our town who like its character and the style of life one can have here will have 
to maintain an active interest and willingness to help.

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MEETING HOUSE CLOCK RENEWAL FUND 


With approximately $1,000 in donations left from Sugar Hill’s 25th Birthday Celebration, 
we wanted to invest it in a worthwhile project that would be a source of pleasure and pride 
for the whole Town. Renovating the Meeting House clock was suggested, which through 
investigation, was found to be greatly in need of repair. The faces were showing their age - 
they were hard to read, and the plywood hands and numbers were splitting off. Later in the 
summer when the old faces were removed, the clapboards underneath turned out to be rotted. 


Early in 1988, the Birthday Celebration Committee “changed its skin” and became the 
Clock Committee by action of the Selectmen. The materials and costs were extensively 
researched. We sought the most durable and attractive materials that, hopefully, would not 
need repair for many years, 


We selected Lincoln Sign Co. to apply gold leaf to the prismatic acrylic numbers and 
aluminum hands. R & G Contracting of Littleton used a computer aided design program 
to fashion new hands from the pattern of the old plywood hands which were made by Homer 
Aldrich in the 1950’s. Michael P. Binder, Building Contractor, agreed to remove the old 
clock faces and to position new faces and hands, which brought it all together. 


Some rough times occurred in the summer when we encountered hidden problems. The 
selectmen assumed the responsibility of replacing the clapboards with durable vinyl siding. 


Early on a clear and beautiful day in September, some of us excitedly watched and took 
pictures as the crane and workmen laboriously raised and positioned the three clock faces. 
Placing and balancing the hands proved to be a delicate and time consuming activity. 


A motor and reduction gearbox was ordered to aid in winding the old Howard Clock works 
which, until now, had been wound by hand. Thanks to Dwight Taylor of Franconia, James 
Collier of Easton, and Donald Boissonneault and Micheal Hern of Sugar Hill, the motor 
and reduction box was placed and electrified. At last, the clock was finally in working order! 


None of this could have been accomplished without the generous monetary donations of 
our fellow townspeople, friends, and organizations which added up, as of January 81st, 1989, 
to an amazing $5,870, over 60% of the total amount raised. A plaque listing the donors will 
be placed in the Meeting House. 


We are also grateful to the Courier for publishing pictures and articles about our progress. 
Through the Sugar Hill Town Events news, Lex Paradis stimulated donations by kindly 
keeping the citizens informed of our activity and needs. 


Finally, our committee has offered a picture of the Meeting House with its new clock 
for the Town Report cover. As of January 1, 1989, we still had some expenses which will 
be reported in next year’s budget. Any surplus will be retained by the Town to lower its 
$4,000 appropriation. 


Thank you all for supporting the effort to renew and beautify the clock faces with your 
kind gifts and moral support.

REPORT OF THE FRANCONIA/SUGAR HILL 
POLICE STUDY COMMITTEE 


To the Boards of Selectmen of Franconia and Sugar Hill. 


If we were to write a preamble to this report we probably would paraphrase the Preamble 
of the Constitution of the United States something like this: “We the People of Franconia and 
Sugar Hill in order to form a more perfect union, establish justice, insure mutual tranquility and 
provide for a common Police Force - - -” 


The Franconia/Sugar Hill Police Study Committee was organized in August of 1988 after the 
voters in both towns had directed the Selectmen to investigate a way to form a joint Police 
Department. The committee is composed entirely of people who volunteered their services. From 
Franconia are Dan Fowler, Pat Haggerty, Carl Hilgenberg, Jayne O’Conner, Chris Collman, Hal 
Tuttle and Jere Peabody. From Sugar Hill are Everett Grass, Jeff Henault, Jean Ring, David McPhaul 
and Roger Aldrich. 


At the organizational meeting it was unanimously decided that the committee would act as 
a “regional” committee without regard to town lines. Roger Aldrich was chosen as chairman, 
Carl Hilgenberg was chosen vice chairman and Kathy Didier was asked to be secretary. 


At the very beginning we found that no other grouping of towns had ever done what our 
voters wished to do. The pioneering spirit is not lost and we have proceeded to find the way. 


THE PROCESS IN SUMMATION 


The plan, which this committee is recommending that the towns adopt, is the result of extensive 
research and interviews with those whom the committee felt would be able to help us reach 
the best and most cost effective conclusion. To name a few: 


1. We met with each towns police chief, former Chief Young, and Deputy Sheriff Holland. We 
asked for, and received assistance from Deputy Sheriff Gilbert of Grafton County on technical 
details and budget questions. We sought out and received information on Salary and Benefits 
from many towns in Grafton County and also received pertinent information on the Fair Labor 
Standards Act as it pertains to Law Enforcement. 


2. We met with the New Hampshire Municipal Association representatives; Stephen L. Sawyer, 
Municipal Risk Manager, and Leslie G. Horne, Loss Prevention Coordinator. At the same meeting 
was Eric Hampson of the Franconia Insurance Agency. A lengthy discussion centered on coverage 
and Occurance vs. Claims Made Insurance. 


3. We had extensive meetings, correspondence, and phone discussions with Laurence Gardner, 
Attorney for Sugar Hill and Stephen Samaha, Attorney for Franconia. These meetings also involved 
the Attorney Generals Office for the State of New Hampshire. This was perhaps the most 
significant and time consuming work that the committee undertook. It involved finding the 
legal entity under which a joint police department might work best while at the same time 
affording the separate towns due process as regards budget and operational procedures. In 
addition, three crucial questions were raised: a) How to begin; b) What to do with the present 
separate departments, their personnel, and current case load proceedings; and c ) How to dissolve 
a joint department if the voters of one or both towns became dissatisfied. 
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4. Two sub-committees were formed to facilitate research on legal and budget matters. 


a) Budget Group: Studied past town reports from both towns pertaining to Police Budgets; 
sought out and received information from law enforcement agencies including the Grafton 
County Sheriff Department; analized a salary/benefit study of cities/towns in Grafton County; 
examined current employee benefit packages; and proceeded to develop a plausable budget 
for a start up first year operation that utilizes the assets of the two current separate departments. 


b) Legal Group: Met with Town Attorneys Gardner and Samaha to examine in detail the various 
legal avenues open; had contact with Rep. Densmore in regards to the passage of legislation 
that would be in the best interest of the towns; and reviewed reports from the State Attorney 
Generals Office. 


(note: The full committee met first to discuss various study topics, sub-committees researched 
items further, and finally the entire committee met to review and finalize sub-committee workings. ) 


The above information is being reported in order that the towns may better realize the level 
of research and care which the Police Study Committee has given each aspect of its task. Outlined 
below are the three (3) primary options that are available to permit the legal formation of a 
single Police Department. Concluding this report is the recommendation of this committee to 
our Boards of Selectmen and to our fellow townspeople. 


METHOD A, ADMINISTRATIVE ENTITY 


An Administrative Entity very similar to the agreement proposed by the Franconia Selectmen 
prior to the formation of this committee. Basically it is a contract between the two towns with 
one or the other providing the police service for both. 


On the positive side is the fact that this would probably be the easiest method to implement. 


On the negative side we find that a joint administration would probably not be allowed by 
the Attorney General, who must approve the contract, unless enabling legislation were first passed 
by the General Court. Without this legislation the only joint administration possible would be 
a “gentlemen’s agreement”. 


The committee does not favor this plan as the non-administrative town would not be properly 
afforded its say and it would be akin to taxation without representation. 


METHOD B, SEPARATE LEGAL ENTITY 


This set up is similar to the present Regional Refuse Disposal Districts. Once the officers 
of the entity are in place they establish the budget and procedures as they see fit. A budget 
hearing is held but the voters have little say on line items. 


On the positive side is that it can be done. 


On the negative side is the lack of voter control over operation and budget. Enabling legislation 
may be called for to satisfy its legal status. 


METHOD C, VILLAGE DISTRICT 


Attached to this report is a copy of Chapter 52 which covers the establishment and operation 
of a Village District. It operates within boundaries established by the selectmen. The voters within 
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these boundaries have the same degree of control as that afforded by the town structure. It is 
the opinion of both Attorney Samaha, representing Franconia and Attorney Gardner representing 
Sugar Hill that a joint police department can be formed in this manner. We have consulted insurance 
people and have been assured that coverage will be available. 


While both attorneys concur that this offers the best avenue for the two towns to proceed 
in, there is concern over several factors that may have to be addressed by legislation and the 
Attorney Generals Office. 

a) No other town has done it for this specific purpose; 


b) The statute was not written for two or more towns to include the entire townships within 
the district boundaries; 


c) The escape clause in the statute is cumbersome and inadequate in the view of this committee; 
and 


d) Another layer of government is formed consisting of a separate voting and taxing district. 


WHERE DO WE GO FROM HERE? 


It is the opinion of this committee that a clarification amendment needs to be introduced 
to Chapter 52 N.H.R.S.A. Which would clearly spell out the authority for entire towns to use 
this method and revise that section of the statute ie: disbanding districts. 


With these points in mind, a meeting was scheduled with “Ned” Densmore, Representative 
to the General Court for the purpose of introducing such legislation. This legislation will serve 
the interests of not only our two towns, but of any other towns in New Hampshire seeking 
out the best and most cost effective method of providing town services. 


The state laws are full of special interest legislation that has been passed for the benefit of 
only one or two towns. This is not the intent of this committee’s recommendation; but rather 
to provide effective and workable legislation that will be of benefit state wide, and regardless 
of whether or not our towns fully utilize it. 


POLICE STUDY COMMITTEE RECOMMENDATION 


With or without the proposed legislative amendment to Chapter 52, it is the majority opinion 
of this committee that METHOD C, VILLAGE DISTRICT is the preferable way to accomplish a 
joint police department for the two towns. 


Included in the addendum to this report are: 

1.) a structural outline of the proposed department, 

2.) a preliminary minimum/maximum budget for a joint department; 

3.) a copy of Chapter 52 of the N.H.RS.A. re: Establishment of a Village District; and 
4.) N.H. Municipal Association information re: insurance coverage. 


Additional information regarding: 1.) occurance insurance, which Mr. Hampson of Franconia 
Insurance Agency assures us is available and 2.) proposed legislation that Rep. Densmore will 
be presenting re: R.S.A. 52 will subsequently be supplied to the boards. 
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This committee recommends that the Board of Selectmen of Franconia and Sugar Hill proceed 
as soon as practicable to form a district under Chapter 52, N.H.R.S.A., for the purpose of providing 
police protection for the two towns. 


This committee has worked extraordinarily well in our collective opinion and the members 
have enjoyed working together. If we can be of further assistance to the Boards of Selectmen 
in this matter we would be more than happy to take any action that they may request.

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RECOMMENDED 
STRUCTURAL AND BUDGET GUIDELINES 
FOR FRANCONIA/SUGAR HILL POLICE DEPARTMENT 


Draft 


The name of the department shall be: 


LAFAYETTE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC SAFETY 


The department shall consist of a chief and two full-time officers. It shall also include 
a number of special officers as determined by the chief. 


The Lafayette Department of Public Safety shall make use of two police stations providing 
that they are available, one in Franconia and one in Sugar Hill. This will permit garaging 
both cruisers. 


The department shall utilize two police cruisers plus a stand-by older model cruiser. 
The oldest cruiser shall be traded with the next oldest replacing it as a stand-by 
vehicle for emergency situations and normal vehicle maintenance/repairs. 


The Police Chief should reside in Franconia or Sugar Hill on a full-time basis. Other 
officers should live within a fifteen minute drive of the Franconia station at normal 
highway speed. Preference and emphasis shall be placed upon all officers residing 
in the communities. 


The department shall be under the jurisdiction of a three-member commission per 
N.H.R.S.A. Chapter 52. 


This committee recommends the formation of a village district for the purpose of 
providing police protection. 


It is the recommendation of this committee that officers hired be previously certified 
by the Police Standards and Training Council. An un-certified officer may be hired 
but at a lesser rate of pay than an experienced certified officer. Pay scales have been 
ranged on the budget to allow for experience. 


Special Officers shall be paid for training as required, as well as be provided with 
all equipment required. 


Officers on stand-by shall be compensated based upon a policy to be developed by 
the chief and commission. However, it is recommended that they be paid a minimum 
of one hour for every four hours on call.
